News from the Seat of War—A Let-
ter from the *“Tyrant” Lopez,

The Anglo-Brazilian Times snys:—*Mr. Wash-
bufn, late United States Minister to Paragueys
1s now here. He says that Parazoay is io a
terrible state of penury and despotism, bal thal
the aliled purpose of eeparating Lopez from Lhe
Government is utlterly bopeless, as the Para
gonynos look up to him a8 thelr greatest patriot,
and are willing to mske any sacrifice he may
demund of them. Lusurles apd provisions had
been hitherlo easily procured from Bolivia
Many very strong positions existed to which the
Paraguasan armny could retire shonld that of
Fikiadnalee wensonnble, and Lopez's palicy
was not to ight but to exhaust the Brazilian
army apd fnances by prolosging Lha strugele.’

It le, however, evident that the end s uol fap
when the President of the Argentine Republic
had liberated all the Parngunyan prisoners
ghowing that nothing was learcd from thelr

return.,

There is no stalement thal the Awearican flest
or & portion of it had gone up to exsct justice
from Lop¢z, for ull that we find concerning it ig
that “*at Montevideothe American squadron was
reported to be under orders to ascend to Para-
guay, accompunying the new United Btutes
miniater, General MeMahon,”

By Atlantic cable we have news fram Lhe seat
of war, by way of Lisbon, to the 6k of Novem-
ber, chowing that the flank movement of Gene®
ral Argollo had almost reached Asnocion, A
fuller detail of the plau, brought by the Merri-
mack, is as followes:—

1t is stated that the Marquis de Caxias had
ordered allthe naval aod wililary forcos to be
ready for ihe immedte prosccution of the
flunk movement for which Ganeral Argollo's
corps wns Injended, and that the geurralissimo's
plau was to co-operate with the movement of
that corps by an assaull in frout und a gederal
bombardment by the squadron,

“The majority of the irou-clads were nbove
Avgostura, Various atlemptis had been made
to destroy vessels with torpedoes, bat hitherto
without success, owing to the precautions ob-
perved,

“@enernl Argo'lo, with twelve thonzand men,
was still in the Chaco,and on Lthe 24th of Uctober
had eected commuuication with the division of
fron-clads which had passed above the batieries
ot Angosturs, The work of making the roud
suitable for the trapsport of the army train was
being pushed rapidly, aud it is sald that by the
20th o}) November the road would be ready tor
use,

Lopez lssued a proclamation on the 16th of
October, before the iron-clads hed passed An-
gostura, seven lengues from Asuncion. The
reference to the “weak and cowardly epirits"
who “surrendered” doubtless refers to the vic-
tims mentioned in the Washburu correspon-
dence, 1he following s the concluding portion
of bis proclamation:—

“The moment of trisl overtook ns, the weak
and cowardly spirit, succumbed, the greal wnd
generous, however remained 10 convince the
world more thau ever, to what degres we wor-
ehip our country and our liberly, how dear to
us 18 o sinele victin offered upon its altars, nod
how indelible and chershed ls the remembrance
of it,

“Pellow countrymen! Thanks to the won-
& riul interveution of God, we have escapued the
greater calamity. Led ud ralse our hands to
Heaven. snd more than ever confde.in His
merey, Jet us discharge our duties us Christians
to our country, and by the grace of God and the
force of our arms posierity shall bail the Kepub-
e of Parnguay great and glorions,

While they
sought furtherhelp she was earricd away by the
sen, which begun 1o lovade the town n lew
minutes belore six o'clock; she howaver

had managed to get her arms through
# broken door, and that kept Ther
afloat. Bhe was wiashed on to & smail

jsland hard by; bot the waters lelt her there
only fitcen minutes. A boat was despatched Lo
Jer rescue by Lhe Peruvisn corvetle America; it
was half full of water by the 1ime it ploked her
up, and she bad been io the sea e1ght boors and
three quarters, The turbulent siale of the
walers baflled all efforts to return to the ship,
#0 the men put their boat out 1o =ea to wait bll
daslhight, snd reached the shore at about slx
co'clock on the following morning., For three
days she 1ay exposed to the scorching rays of
the sun ard the cold night dews, witkhout moy
other shelter than that afferded by s common
Planket that her son was able to get. Aflter an
uoavailing effort to get to Valparal<o by the
wall steamer, she reached here by the Esme-
ialds on the 27th of Beptember. Every care was
taken of the unfortunate lady, but the shook
and attendant wuffering had been 100 seyere lor
ber 1o bear,”

DEPARTMENT FRALDS.

Quéer Dovelopments in the Quarter-

master's Burosn nt Washington,
The New York Heralds Washington des-
patches published this moruing contain the
following:—

some queer developments In regard to the
mavner fn which onr common noncle's property
ia alsposed of by officers of the urmy who are
accountable lor Its preservation have been made
withiu the laat few days. These dlelyzuros
prove that all the departmenta of the Govern-
ment are piven to slight irregalaritics m
handing the public property and money. h o
countiry has been eatertained for many months
past with rich revelatious concrrulog frands ln
the Treasury, Post Ofce, aud Interior Dopart=
mente: but since the questions ol who made the
mont money 1o the Ordnnnce Buresu has guleted
down and who dld the most prodtasle biasioes
in pasing the bountles to colored troops hns
been hushed up, very litle in reisbon to
frauds in the War Deparlment hns appeared.
Now the War Depariment comes in agmn for
charges of quesionable dealing, i no. ol
downright fraud, This time the Quartermas-
ter's Bureau is Lthe scene of operalions, There
is u pood denl of difficuity ecocountered in
necertaining the exuct facts in the case, but
what 1iitle §8 kuown 1 cuouph 1o show very
clearly that certain officers of the army have
either been guilty of premeditated frand or
pross misrmsnagcmwent, or elee they have been
rrossly wronged.  Tho tacts, so far as Lhey are
known, nre ns follows:—In July snd Aogost
inst Forts & I, smith and Reno, in Montuus
Territory, were abandoncd, wund the Uaited
Swmtes  property wis eola Ll auction, It
is contended biv. mnany persons who are well
sequainted with affairs in that coun'ry that
the order to mbandon those forts ereated no
litile surprise, as the neceseity for their coutinu-
ance was then, and 19 yet, just us as great when
they were estublished, 'I'he order, however,
wus [sened, nnd advertisements, 1iths said, were
published in several Western pupers, atunoune-
ing that the bolldings and other public property
#t these forts would be sold to the highest bid-
ders on or about the 1st of June. Those who
dwelt fn the violuty of these spots were well
uware of the value of public property there,
nmd its worth was varionsly estimated at from
$100,000 to $200,000. One individaal, belleving
taat lu order to eettle up adairs as speedily ns
poesible the officer In charge would pro-
hublf sell the property at a large sacritice,
went to the General Commanding and offeredhiim
£40,000 for the whole concern at Fort Smith.
The General gave him encoiragement to exoect
that his offer would be acoepted. When the
person who made the offer came afew days
luter to close the barga'n, aud pay a portion of
thie mouey, the General informed him that be
could not dispose of the property st private
sule, and when be spoke to him about it betore
e wns not aware that the property was already
ndvertised for sale at anction, When the day

of sale arrived po bidders apopeared,
and the sccounting oflicer took the
responsibility of postponing it for about

fen daye, At the expiration of that time
o very emull group of persons were assembled,
consldering the great value of the property for
gale and the large uumber of people in that part
of the country who needed just such materinis
a8 were to be sold, The absence of bidders was
an ipdieation that there was a screw loose
somewhere, and itis Intimated that the loose
screw was in the teeble manner in which the

annonucenient of the snle was muade, At all
events, thete were but few persous
present, and all of them proved to be

spectators, except one. Only one bidder could
smith, estimated to ba werth nearly $200,000.
whs knoeked down to the sipgle bidder for
$4600. This property consiated of ceveral build-
inge, one steam suwmlill, one water mill, saw
ind grist; a large quantity of clothiog, eamp
and garrtson equipsge, quartermaster’s atores,
sloves, cte. The steam mill sold for fifty dollars
sud the other articles In proportion, The only
eyplunation of this alarming sacriice of pubiic
property ie that the forts had to ba abandooed,

ue  the ftroops were to be withdrawn,
snd the country wos filled with
hostile lodians, The sale was adverlised

s extenively as possible for thres monthe
before it orcurred, There s no law which
authorizes sccounting ollicers {o sell United
States properly in Any otber way thau by aoc-
uon, and if the property had vot been pold
ut that time 1t would have been pecessary to
destroy It to prevent the Tadiaus from obtaining
poesession. The property at Fort Reno was
sacrificed, it 18 alleged, in the same manggr, and
the lucky purchaser, votwithstanding hos-
tiljity of the indiaus, took off his buargains und
realized to the tune of $100,000.

DBurning of the Waterbury
